\ H E high eſteem and reverence you bear (and 
S chat deſervedly ) unto humane Prudence, (which 
Ay the more ancient the dareis that you ſer roit, is 
' doubiteſ5:the better, as moſt parraking of its pri- 
Yo. Wo mitive- purity ) does nevertheleſs, 1 tear, out- 

Fe \ weigh with you, beyond what it ought, to the de- 
rogition and prejudice of that pactern for Ma- 
giſtracy it ſelf, which wasſhewn unco Moſes inthe Mount, during

the forty dayes inwhich the body of that godly Man was nouriſhed, 
wichour the help of ſecondary meanes, and yet lived not upon the 
air, bur uponevery word that proceeded out of the mouth of God: 
In the wiſdom of which Word hewas then taught to ſee the moſt 
excellent platforme of Civil Government , as having its root and 
inward principles, as well as its outward adminiſtration flowing 
from Divine Inſtitution & revelation: of which we may well ſuppoſe, 
that che abilities in 7-thro a Heathen (' that appeared inthe advice 
he gave touching the outward order to be obſerved for the admini- 
ſtracion of Juſtice in the Common-wealth of 1/rael ) did fall very 
ſhorr, although there be nothing contained in the one , which may 
not have witneſsand juſtification given unto it by the other, as was 
the caſe b2tween 7erhr» and Aoſes, yet Moſes was he, that by con- 
verſing face to face with God, and receiving the lively Oracles, was 
much better qualified to lay down therules of a perfet Common- 
wealth Government then 7cthyo was, that by the help only of eradi- 
tion, acquired gifts and experience, might arive to that skill in the 
rules of ancient Prudence, asto make him a very knowing and able 
Politician, and yet nor to ſtand in competition with Moſes. 

And ſince yon havethoughr ht,in your Treatiſe ſhewing the Pre- 
rooative of popular Government , and very worthily aſſerting that 
cauſe, with great advantage on your part,againſt all adverſaries that 
are entred into the liſt with you, to anne: to it certain Queries with 
thisinſcription, To the godly man: Be plcaſed to take in good part 
this ceneral return that 15 madetherennto, not with any intent to 


oppoſe, bur rather conntenance the eſſentials of that Government | 


you plead for, and perfe& the principles of true freedom, which are 
taught by ancient Prudence, to the rendring us a holy as well as a 
free people : In which Spirit of holineſs you may become invinſble 
againſt thevery Clergy themſelves, that have begun to undertake 
you; as you alſo, inrequital, have not a little unmasked them in 
their pretended ordination, which they, as the Presbyterv , would 
fainingroſs and uſurp to themſelves, without the free conſent of the 
Congregation, 

Nor will it be much materigl in this, to know from whom this 
comes to you, under any othernotion, then the Advocate for the 
godly Man,to whom your Queries are directed,ic being indeed from 
one that cannot be wrought off trom a ſincere and hearty friendſhip 
and yalue of true godlineſs; how ſhametul ſoever the miſcarriage 
hath been in theſe our dayes,of rhoſe that having had only the _ 
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of it, have ſerved themſelves thereot ro advarce their worldly inte- 
reſts, tothe making thar. very name to ſtink amongſt che Heathens 
and preat Leviathans of the worid, andrherefore is deſirous to re- 
ceive a clear informarion and reſolution from your ſelf, unto ſome 
Queries that you will tind in the cloſe of thispaper, dire&ed to you, 
on the behalf of the godly Man, after ſomelictle diſcanting upon 

the nature of Government, inthegeneral, and joyning in witneſs 
with you unto thoſe principles of common right and freedome, that 
muſt be provided for, in whatſoever frame of Government it be, 

which does pretend to a perfection in its kind, 

By Government or Rule 1n general is to be underſtood that pow- 
er which, de fatto, comes to be ſet up as ſupreme, and is exerciſed © 
over Nations or People by way of overſight and command for the 
good of the whole Body , in either of the three conditions of men 
you mention, whether of Servants, Subjects, or Cicizens. 

The riſe and being which is given to ruling Poweramongſt Nati- 
ons and Kingdomes,is not by chance, nor meerly through the will of 
Man, but hathits place found in Gods Ordinance and Inſtitution , 
for there is no Power butis of God, and che Powers that are ſprung 
either from his Auchority and Commiſſion , or from his Tolleration 
and Permiſlion. So as upon one account or the other, we may truly 
fay, they are ſolimited and ordered by him, whether it reſpe& the 
form of their conſtirution,the force of their operation, or the time 
of their continuance, as well asthe uſeand end which they ſerve un- 
to, that when all is done, Power only belongs to God, who kils and 
makesalive, and puls down one and ſets up another, that it may be 
kuown,that the pillars ofthe Earthare his,and he hath ſet the World 
upon them, upholding all things by the Word of his Power , ſo as 
neither promotion nor abaſement does come from the Eaſt or from 
the Weſt, but from him alone, in order to bring to paſle the work 
which he hathtodointhe World, for the good of his Church and 
People. 

However Government, conſidered as well in reference to the 
right as to the actual exerciſe of it, is ſeated alſo in the will of man, 
_ it hath, next under God, its riſe and being. And the 
acceſs unto it is uſually had upon pretence of one of theſe 
three rights. 

Firſt the right of conſent and free gift by the common vyte of 
the whole Body , Whichis the right door toenter into ths exerciſe 
of ſupreme Power, and is genuine, natural, righteous, conſonant

to thoſe pure Principles of mans nature, wherein he was at firſt crea- 
red,and does declare the governed to be in the ſtace of free Cicizens, 
whoas Brethren partaking of the Sp:rit of right reaſon, common 
ro them as men made inthe [mage of God, are equally intiruled ro 
their own overſight and Government, ard docherefore ſee cauſe 
voluntarily to aſſociate themſelves cogether, and on the grounds of 
common right and freedome, to agree to be ſubje&tand yeild obe- 
dience totheLaws, that are from time to time made amongſt them 
by their own free and common conſent. Soas this ſort of Empire 
or Government is that of Laws, and not of Men, and is of a nature 
berter agreeing with the many then thefew, and lealt of all withthe 
ſingle perſon, 

Theſecondis the right of conqueſt, which isalſo through the will 
of man uſurping and impoling upon his Brethren, by force of armes, 
that which could not be obtained (as it ought) by free conſent, 
2rd is therefore held upon the ſame terms of force and violence, to 
the proclaiming the governed to be fallen intoa (tate of ſervants, if 
not of ſlaves,who ho'd all they have at the will of the Lord, and are 
in a condition moſt agreeing with the principles of abſolute Monar- 
chy , asin practiſe began with Nimrod, and is yet to be ſeenin the 
Government of Txrkey, and other Nations of the World. 

Thirdly, There is a mixed right that is made up of both the for- 
mer, to the rendring thattollerable, and, in ſ>me ſort, ſatisfying, in 
proceſs of time, which was at firit moſt wickediy & unduly acquired : 
Andis their caſe, who not being ableto be free men, are reſolved to 
do their utmoſt not to be ſlaves , and fo are brought to conſent to 
walk inthe middle way, berween both, agreeing to be ſubjeRs, or 
yeild ſubje&ion to their Ruler, upon condition of enjoying certain 
knownrights and priviledges belonging to them as men , and which 
may diſtinguiſh them from meer ſlaves, and belaid as fundamenta[' 
Laws of that conſticution of Government. This way of obtaining 
the exerciſe of ſupreme Power,carrying init thetemper and mixture 
of the other two, is neither very good, nor ſtark nought , but is the 
worſe for this, that ſuch as are under it doſeldome careto be berter, 
they are ſo afraid,that by attempting to mend themſelves, they ſhall 

make themſelves irrecoverably worſe. This kind of Government 
agrees not wirh the principles of abſolute Monarchy,nor perfet po- 
pular freedome, but ſorts with Ariſtocracy, that is, the mixture of 
them bo.h, and with regulated Monarchy, as that of Kings, Lords: 
and Commons, | 
The 
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The difficulty at firſt view appeares not to be great in introducing 
and ſectling a Government, where the people are conquered by force 
of armes, no morethen- (under the fright and apprehenſion of the 
fate of thoſe that cometo be reduced bythe ſword) tocompound 
up the buſineſs in the middle way before mentioned , as this Nation 
hath often anddearly experienced in the changes of Governors, if 
not Governments, whichthey have been ſubje&t unto, Soasthe 
great clamour and objection lyes only againit the firſt, thatis, as 
ro the practicableneſs of incroducing and ſertling the exerciſe of 
the ſupreme Power, by the free and common conſent of the Citizens, 
whoſe equality in power is apt to make their tempers luxuriantand 
immoderate, and keeps them from coming rightly to agree in a mat- 
ter of ſuchconſequence, 

W herein firſt conſideration is to be had by them, whether this high 
truſt of the chief Magiſtracy ſhall be placed in oneſingle perſoy, or 
in acolle&tive Body of Elders, or a Senate, conſiſting of more or 
fewer perfons? And then, 

Secondly, Whether this Power ſhall be transferred abſolutely 
to the perſon or perſons ſochoſen, or with limitation and con- 
diction? 

To transferre it abſolutely yeilds up with it. the Legiſlative 
Power, and fixes it as well as the executive, in one ard the 
ſame hand ) admit it be to a ſingle Perſon, or a Senate ) and 
leaves nothing afterward unto the People but ſlavery and bon- 
dage, by putting forth all the Acts of Rule and Power wichour 
their conſent, 

But co conferre this Power rationally, and agreeably to the prir- 
ciples of ancient Prudence, is toreſerve, by way of limitation, tliat 
which may ſo qualite and regulate the ſupreme executive Power, 
inand by whatſoever hand it be exerciſed, as isable to prelerve it 
within its due bounds as it is executive, and keeps the reſule of 
that wherein it is Legiſlative within the power and conſent of the 
People. 

This is eaſily done , by thebelp of a ſecond order of men, or- 
dained and conitituted by the Peoples ſuffrage, who,in the capacity 
of their Deputies and Repreſentartie Lody , areirum time to tnie 
to makeup one general Aſſembly with the Senate, by yertue of 
their Suminons and call, and there co give the conſent of the People 
to all Acts and Decrees that are Legiſlative. and binding to ihe 


Common=-ealth, 
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The third ching tobe done, in AY to the righe introducing 
and ſectling of Magiſtracy in a free State of Citizens, is to 
Ciſpoſe themſelves, or ſuffer themſelves to be diſpoſed into 
thaz order, which is requifite, and may bet conduce to the 
choice of meet and fic pefſons into. either of the rwo Aﬀem- 
blies, whether that of the Senate, or of the Peoples Repre- 
ſenrative. 

Bur the great difficulty remains yet to receive its ſolution, which 
is to ſhew how the depraved, corrupted, and ſel.-incereited will of 
man, in the great Body , which we call che People, being once left 
toits own free motion, ſhall be prevailed wirh to eſpouſe their true 
publiick intereſt, and cloſely adhereto ir, under the many tryals and 
diſcouragements they mult be ſure to meet with, before they obcain 
what they purſue. | 

Which ObjeQtion being ſoexperimental as it is, carries with it 
the greater force, and is obvious to moſt men, by reaſon whereof 
they rather chooſe the bondage whereinto they fall under the pow- 
er of the ſword moderately uſed, then to commit themſelves to the 
boundleſs power of the peoples will unbridled, and unſubject- 
ed unto any rules from inward principles, or outward order and 
command, 

However, in way of anſwer, there is that to be ſaid, which whe- 
ther it will weigh in the judgements of others ] know not, bur it is 
conſiderable with me. 

And firſt, it may bebut needful to enquire wherce this is, and 
alſo what is that which is wanting to ballance and compleat the mo» 
tion of mans will, in the exerciſe of its own freedome, that it is 
ſo little to be truſted and relyed on, in the purſuit of that which is 
the common Intereſt of mankind, and the publick good of humane 
Societies. Andif inthis we ſearch tothe bottom , we have it de- 
clared in that Scripture , which ſayes, Jt zs not in man to order his 
own ſteps. Man, at hisbeſt, ſtands in need of che ballancing and ru- 
ling motion of Gods Spirit to keep him ſtedfaſt, ler his nature be 
made,as it wasat firſt, holy and righteous, when his will was morally 
bounded within the excellent limits that were ſet unto it by the Law 
of God, unto which he did bear a naturall and willing conformity 
in the ſpirit of his mind, and was under the diRates of a pure en- 
lightened reaſon. 

And how much therefore more does his nature and will want 
this ruling and moving influence now, from the Spirit of God, 

when 
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when itisat its worſt , not only to heal and reſtore what is loſ?, 
but to add,by way of ſupply, that more grace that may preſerve 
from the danger of fucure relapſe. And this remedy 1s not al- 
wayes athand, nor in mans power to take up at his pleaſure. 
For as the wind bloweth where itliſteth, and none know whence 
itcomes,and whither it goes, ſo isevery one that is born of the 
Spirit of God. And though it deeaſie with God to cauſe ſuch a 
Nation to be born at once, and to make the Earthbring forthin a 
day, by the extraordinary effuſion of his Spirit upon all fleſh, yer 
this is extraordinary, and very remote, asto the redreſs of the 
evilnow in queſtion. Nevertheleſs, the conſideration of this takes 
ſo farreimpreſiion withme, as to conclude no Nationtruly free 
that is in bondage to corruption, and alienated from the life of 
God by wicked works, how much ſoever it he ſer at liberty in 
other reſpes, to uſe the power of irs own will in providing for 
its own Government : But the People of it ought to be as ſenſ- 
ble of their great want and miſery,in thisreſpe&, asthey are for- 
ward tocomplain,and with preat juſtice alſo, of the force of the 
ſword , which God petmits very frequently to be kept up over 
chem, till holy and righteous Principles be of more power and bet- 
ter reception with them. 

Bur ſecondly, Until ſuch times of reſreſhing and healing ſhall 
come, from rhe prefence of the Lord , upon the Nations of the 
World, as is promiſed in the laſt of dayes; weare to take care 
inthe uſe of the ordinary meanes, daily afforded by Gods Provi- 
dence,' that are moſt conducing to guide and regulate the will of 
the People, unto their making a good c:vice of the Senate and 
their own Deputies, in order to meet togetherin one general 
Aſſembly , by chem acknowledged the free and compleat Repre- 
ſentation of the whole Nation. And then, this being once done, 
and&thereby the firlt great wheel of the Common-wealth ſer upon 
its right hinges, all che other inferior wheeles would quick!y be fer 
to keep motion and harmony wich that, to ce brungiwg in, wich 
great facility, a well compoſed order of Goverament tl,roughour, 
the whole State, | 

And this withour difficulty may bedone , if this one Rule be 
held unto and «/bierved; whichis, thacin che time 07 the Com 
mon-wealrhs conkicuting , ardin a Nation much di. ided 1n affe- 
Rion and interelt about theic own Government , none be admits 
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ted tothe exerciſe of the right and priviledge of a free Citizen, 
for a ſeaſon , but either ſuch as are free born, in reſpect of their 
holy and righteous principles, flowing from the birch of the Spi- 
rit of Godin them, (reſtoring man in meaſure and degree, as at 
the firſt by Creation) unto the right of Rule and Dominion ) 
or elſe who, by their tryed good affeHion and faithfulneſs rocom- 
mon right and publick freedome , have deſerved to be truſted 
with the keeping -or bearing their own Armes in the pub- 
lick defence. 


And if unto this ſele&ted number of Citizens, the liberty of 
exerciſing the choice of the Magiſtrates for the whole Body, 
ſhould befor a feaſon reſtrained, and they caſt intoa military 
order and diſcipline (as the 1ſraclites of old, when they once 
had turned their backs upon Egypr, the Houſe of Bondage) and 
ſhall become diſtribured in diltin& Tribes and Diviſions , within 
the borders of their ſeveral Habirations or PrecinRs where they 
dwell, it could be no ſooner ſaid untothem, as Moſes did to the 
Children of 1/rae!l, Take and chooſe you able and wiſe men, ſuch 
as fear Ged, men of truth and hating covetouſneſs , that they 
may be made Heads over the People, of Thouſands, of Hun- 
dreds, of Fifties, and of Tens, bur che thing would carry that 
ſelf-evidencein it to the mindsof the People, how good and poſ- 
ſible it is for them ſoro doe , that they would moſt cheerfully ſer 
2bout, and accordingly effect it, 


Asto what then hath been ſaid in this matter, pointing out ſome 


difſatisfaRion thar reſts with me, in referenceto the dehnition you 
make of an equal Common-wealth , and the way.you find requi- 
ſite to place the Ballance init, by an Agrariaa and Law for equal 
interefling the People inthe Soyl, andan univerſal liberty uato 
election of the Megiitraces, through the help of the rotation and 
uſe of the B-llor, the reſult of all amounts re this, That whillt 
holineſs in_ principles, by way of ſpiritual birth, is. wanting a- 
mongſt the People, as one chief Ingredient to quilife them to 
the exerciſe of the righ: of free Citizens, and arryed gond afe- 
&ion and faithfulneſs rocommon Right and publick Freedome 
remaines undiicovered, the way by you propoted , for the well 
conitituting a Common-wealth , may bring to a ſtate and de- 


gree 
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gree of Freedome very 4efiralhs , and which being attained we 
may be in the fairer and nearer way to the other, 


But where ( as you all along moſt deſervedly haveregard un- 
to ) the foundations of Government ſhall be laid ſo firm and 
deepas inthe Word of God , bottomed upon that Corner-ſtone 
the Lord Jeſus, rhere is a Heavenly Ballance to be met with, which 
keeps all even. For upon this Stone there are ſeveneyes, God 
himſelf is' he that engraves the graving thereof, and gives forth, 
according to that patrern, the order and conſtitution of Magi- 
Aracy, inits primitive purity and perfe&tion, where the Autho- 
rity and propofing Power, by whichto moveand keep the will 
of the People inirsright courſe of obedience, is firſt originally in 
God and Chriſt himſelf, as their Political King and Civil Legiſla- 
tor; and next under Chriſt, the Ruling Senate, whoſe Office it 
is, and as you your ſelf well ſay , from the excellency of their 
debate and deliberation , providently and faithfully unfolded to 
the People, they do frequently cauſe and neceſſitate the will and 
the deedin them. So much may one man, for the excellency of 
his aid, beas inthe place and power of God untoanother.
